MARITIME  COMPACT. 

Being  an  unarmed  association  of 
nations  for  the  protection  of  tbe  rights 
and  commerce  of  nations  that  shall  be 
neutral  in  time  of  mar. 

'Whereas,  the  vexations  and  Injuries 
to  which  the  rights  and  commerce  of 
neutral  nations  have  been,  and  continue 
to  be,  expofed  during  the  time  of  mari- 
time war,  render  it  neceffary  to  eftabli 
a lai^  of  nations  for  the  purpofe  of  pu^' 
ting  an  end  to  fuch  vexations  and  inju- 
ries, and  to  guarantee  to  the  neutral  na- 
tions the  exercife  of  their  juft  rights. 

We,  therefore,  the  underfigned  pow- 
ers, form  themlelves  into  an  alTociation 
and  eftablilh  the  following  cotnpaft  as  a 
law  of  nations  on  the  feas. 

ARTICLE  THE  FIRST. 

Diff.nition  of  tbe  rights  of  neutral  na- 
tions. , 

The  rights  of  nations,  fuch  as  are  ex- 
ercifed  by  them  in  their  intercourfe  with 
each  other  in  time  of  peace,  are  and  of 
right  ought  to  be,  the  rights  of  neutral 
nations  at  all  times  ; beCaufc, 

Firft,  Thofe  rights  not  having  been 
abandoned  by  them  remain  with  them 
Secondly,  Becaufe,  thofe  rights  cannot 
become  forfeited  or  void,  in  confequence 
of  war  breaking  out  between  two,  or 
more  other  nations. 

A war  of  nation  againft  nation  being 
exclufively  the  aft  of  nations  that  make 
the  war,  and  not  the  aft  of  neutarl  na- 
tions, cannot,  whether  confidered  in  it- 
felf  or  in  its  confequencesj  deftroy  ^ dH- 
minifti  the  rights  of  nations  remaining 
ih  peace. 

ARTICLE  THE  SECONa. 

The  Iliips  and  velTels  of  nations  tliJ 
reft  neuter  and  at  peace  with  the  world 
during  the  war  with  other  nations,  have 
a right  to  nrivigate  freely  on  the  feas 
as  they  navigated  before  that  war  broke 
yut,  and  to  proceed  to,  and  enter,  the 
jort  Or  ports  of  an}/  of  the  belligerent 
powers,  with  tbe  consent  of  that  power. 
without  being  feized,  fearched,  vifited 
or  any  ways  interrupted,  by  the  nation 
or  nations  with  Which  that  nation  is  at 
war. 

ARTICLE  THE  THIRD. 

For  the  confervation  of  the  aforefaid 
rights,  WE,  the  underfigned  powers, 
engaging  to  each  other  our  facred  faith 
and  honor,  beclark, 

That  if  any  belligerent  power  ftiall 
feize,  fearch,  vifit,  or  in  any  ways  inter- 
rupt any  fhip  or  vefiel  belonging  to  the 
citizens  or  fubjefts  of  any  of  the  powers 
compofing  this  alTociation,  tlien  each 
and  all  the  faid  underfigned  powers  will 
ceafe  to  import,  and  will  not  permit  to 
be  inijlortcd  into  the  ports  or  dominions 
of  any  of  the  faid  underfigned  powers,  in 
any  Ihip  or  velTel  whatever,  any  goods 
wares  or  merchadize,  produced  or  manu 
faflured  in,  or  exported  from,  the  domi 
iiionsof  the  power  fo  offending  againft  the 
alTociation  hereby  eftabliflicd  and  pro 
claimed. 

ARTICI.E  the  fourth. 

That  all  the  ports  appertaining 
and  all  of  the  powers  compofing  thi^  af- 
fociation  lhall  be  Ihut  againft  the  flag  of 
the  offending  nation. 

ARTICLE  THE  FIFTH. 

That  no  remittance  or  payment  in  mo- 
ney, merchandize  or  bills  of  exchange 
Ill-all  be  made  by  any  of  the  citizens  or 
liibjefts  of  any  of  the  powers  compofing 
this  alTociation,  to  the  citizens  or  Tub 
jefts  of  the  offending  nation,  for  the 
term  of  one  year,  or  until  reparation  be 
made— The  reparation  to  be 
times  the  amount  of  the  damages  fuf- 
tained- 


ARTICLE  THF.  SIXTH. 

If  any  Ihip  or  veffei  appertaining  to 


Uhe  faft,  make  public  proclamation  of 
the  fame,  and  fend  a copy  thereof  to  the 
government,  or  executive,  of  each  of  the 
powers  compofing  this  alTociation,  who 
ftiall  publilh  the  fame  in  all  the  extent  of 
his  dominions,  together  with  a doclara- 
tion  that  at  the  expiration  of 
days  after  the  publication,  the  final  ar- 
ticles of  this  alTociation  ftiall  be  put  in 
execution  againft  the  offending  nation. 

ARTICLE  THE  SEVENTH. 

If  reparation  be  not  made  within  the 
fpace  of  one  year,  the  faid  proclamatioa 
ftiall  be  renewed  for  one  year  more  and  A 
fo  on. 

ARTICLE  THE  EIGHTH.  f 

The  alTociation  chutes  for  itfclf  a flag 
to  be  carried  at  the  mafl-head  conjointly 
with  the  national  flag  of  each  nation 
compofing  this  alTociation. 

The  flag  of  the  alTociation  lhall  be 
compofed  of  the  fame  colours  as  compofc 
the  rain-bow  and  arranged  in  the  fame 
order  as  they  appear  in  that  phenome- 
non. 

ARTICLE  THE  NINTH. 

And  whereas  it  may  happen  that  one 
or  more  of  the  nations  compofing  this 
alTociation  maybe,  at  the  time  of  form, 
ng  it,  engaged  in  war,  or  become  fo  in 
futuic,  in  that  cafe,  the  Iliips  and  velTel* 
of  fuch  nation  lhall  carry  the  flag  of  the 
alTociation  bound  round  the  mail,  to  de« 
note  that  the  nation  to  which  Ihe  belong* 
is  a member  of  the  alTociation  and  a ref- 
pefter  of  the  laws. 

N.  B.  Thisdiftinftion  in  the  manner  of 
carrying  the  flag  is  merely  for  the  pur- 
jSofe,  that  nautral  vefl'els  having  the  flag 
at  the  maft-head,  may  be  known  at  firft  i 
fight.  * 

ARTICLE  THE  TENTH. 

And  whereas  it  is  contrary  to  the  mo- 
ral  principles  of  neutrality  and  peace, 
that  any  neutral  nation  Ihould  funiilk 
to  the  belligerent  powers,  or  any  of  them, 
the  means  of  carrying  on  war  againft 
'each other;  we,  therefore,  the  powers, 
compofing  this  alTociation,  deilare,  that 
we  will,  each  one  for  itfclf,  prohibit  in  our 
dominions  the  exportation  or  traiifporta- 
tion  of  military  (lores,  comprehending 
gun-powder,  cannon,  cannon-balls,  fire- 
arms of  all  kinds,  and  all  kinds  of  iron 
and  fteel  weapons  ufed  in  war,  excluding 
therefrom  all  kinds  of  iitenlils  and  i.n- 
ftruments  ufed  in  civil  or  domeftic  life, 
and  every  Other  article  that  caniMtJ.itt 
its  immediate  ftate,  be  employed  in  wkV 

Having  thus  declared  the  moral  mo- 
tives of  the  foregoing  article,  we  declare 
alfo  the  civil  and  political  intention  there- 
of, to  wi«, 

That  as  belligerent  nation*  have  no 
right  to  vifit  or  fearch  any  Ihip  or  velTel 
belonging  to  a nation  at  peace,  and  un- 
der the  proteftion  of  the  laws  and  gov- 
ernment thereof,  and  as  all  fuch  vifit  or 
fearch  is  an  infqlt  to  the  hatiori  to  which 
fuch  (hip  or  vefiel  telongsj  and  to  the 
government  of  the  lame  wej  therefore, 
the  powers  compofing  this  alTociation, 
will  take  the  right  of  prohibition  On  our-j 
felves,  to  whom  it  properly  belongs,  and 
by  whom  only  it  , h be  legally  extreifed, 
and  not  permit  fore  gn  nations,  in  a ftate 
of  war,  to  ufurp  th  • right  of  legiflating 
by  proclamation  for  ny  of  the  citizens 
or  fubjefts  of  the  powers  compofing  tllU  V 
alTociation.  \ ^ 

It  is  therefore,  in  order  to  take  away 
all  pretence  of  fearch  or  vifit,  which, 
by  being  offenlive,  might  become  a ne-vr 
caufe  of  war,  that  we  will  provide  laws, 
and  publilh  them  by  proclamation,  each 
in  his  own  dotiiihion,  to  prohibit  the  fup- 
plying,  or  carrying  to,  the  belligerent 
powers,  or  cither  of  them,'  the  military 
ftores,  or  articles  before  mentioned,  an- 
nexing theteto  a penalty  to  be  levied  or 
inflifted  upon  ariy  perfons  within  our  fc- 
veral  dominions,  tranfgrefling  the  fame. 

And  we  invite  all  perfons,  as  well  of  the 
belligerent  nations  as  of  our  own,  or 
ariy  other,  to  give  information  of  any 
knowledge  they  may  have  of  any  iraiif- 
grellion  againft  the  faid  law,  that  the 
offenders  may  be  pfofeOnted. 

By  this  conduft  we  reftore  the  word 
contraband  C contra  and  ban J to  its  true 
and  original  fignification,  which  means 
againft  law,  edift,  or  proclamation  ; and 
none' but  the  government  of  a nation 
can  have  or  can  exercife,  the  right  of 
making  laws,  edifts,  or  proclamations, 
for  the  conduft  of  its  citizens  or  fub- 
jefts. 

Notr,  WM,  the  underfigned  powers, 
declare  the  aforefaid  articles  to  be  a 
law  of  nations,  at  all  - times,  or  until  a 
congrefs  of  nations  (hall  meet  to  form 
fomc  law  more  effeftual. 

And  we  do  recommend  that  immedi- 
ately on  the  breaking  out  of  war  be- 
tween any  two  or  more  nations,  that  de-  ^ 
puties  be  appointed  by  all  the  neutral  ^ 
nations,  whether  members  of  this  alTor.!-  JL 
ation  or  not,  to  meet  in  congrefs,  in  ~ 
fonie  central  place,  to  take  cognizance 
of  any  violation  of  the  rights  of  neu- 
tral nations. 

Signed,  &c. 

For  the  purpofe  of  giving  operation 
to  the  aforefaid  plan  of  an  unarmed  af- 


fociation,  tlie  following  paricfraph 
fubjoiiieJ  : 

It  may  be  judged  proper  for  the  order 
of  bufinefs,  tbit  the  affociation  of  nations 
have  a prefident  for  a term  of  years,  and 
the  prefidency  to  pafs  by  rotation,  to 
<achof  the  parties  conipofing  the  alTocia- 
tion. 

In  that  cafe,  and  for  the  fake  of  re- 
gularity, the  firft  prefident  to  be  the  ex- 
ecutive power  of  the  moll  northerly  na- 
tion compofing  the  affociation,  and  his 
deputy  or  miniiler  at  the  congrefs  to  be 
prefident  of  the  congrefs — and  the  next 
inort  northerly  to  be  vice-prefident,  who 
(hall  fucceed  to  the  prefidency,  and  fo  on. 
The  line  determining  the  geographical 
fituation  of  each  to  be  the  latitude  of  the 
capital  of  ea<^i  nation. 

If  this  method  be  adopted,  it  will  be 
proper  that  the  firllprefiident  be  nominaly 
conllitntcd  in  order  to  give  rotation  to  the 
reft.  In  that  cafe  the  following  article 
might  be  added  to  the  foregoing,  viz. 
The  confiitution  of  the  affociation  nomi- 
nates the  RMi^BOR  Paul,  to  he  first 
president  of^^fie  affociation  of  nations 
for  the  protf£bion  of  neutral  commerce 
and  fecuring'tlle  freedom  of  the  feas.

“ Since  I had  the  pleafure

there  is  no  fuch  thing  as  felling  mer- 
chandize at  prefent ; and  many  goods 
can  be  bought  much  cheaper  here  than 
in  Philadelphia.  The  French  adventu- 
rers who  are  coming  over  in  crowds 
with  the  idea  of  making  rapid  fortunes 
are  mod  fadly  difappointed  ; they  arc 
obliged  for  their  own  fubfidence,  and 
for  the  purpofe  of  paying  the  freight, 
duties,  Stc.  to  raife  money,  they  fend 
their  goods  to  auflion,  and  are  often- 
times obliged  to  facrificc  them  at  one 
fourth  the  fird  rod— Such  is  the  gloom 
in  the  mercantile  horizon,  and  I fcarce- 
ly  think  the  political  one  is  much  better. 
What  will  be  the  fate  of  this  as  well  as 
of  all  the  wedern  country,  1 am  at  a 
lofs  to  imagine,  though  I think  they  de- 
pend one  on  the  other,  and  that  they 
mud  dand  or  fill  together.  There  can 
be  no  doubt  but  that  a coiifi  Jerable  body 
of  French  troops  will  very  Ihortly  arrive 
here— the  prefect  is  turning  the  cudom 
houfe,  dore  houfes,  rope  walk,  and  even 
the  affembly  room  into  barracks  for  fol- 
Jiers— in  the  mean  time,  he  finds  confi- 
derable  difficulty  in  making  contradls 
for  prOvilioiis,  See.  The  Ame'ritan  mer- 
chants have  refufed  to  enter  into  any 
engagements  with  him,  as  he  wilhes  a 
credit  of  one  and  two  months — The 
French  and  Spanilh  fettlers  are  equally 
backward'.  After  the  example  of  Le 
Clerck’s  bills  in  St.  Domingo,  1 do  not 
.It  all  wondeV  at  this  refufal  ; but  I am 
afraid  that  a requifition  will  be  the  con-^ 
fequence  as  foon  as  General  Viiflor  ar- 
rives. Yod  can  eafily  imagine  what 
will  be  the  fituation  of  American  pro- 
duce in  that  cafe. 

“ The  condu£l  of  the  American  gov- 
ernment in  regard  to  New  Orleans,  has 
degraded  us  in  the  opinion  of  every  na- 
tion. I lodge  in  a French  Hotel,  they 
laugh  us  to  fcorn,  and  openly  fay  it  is 
the  intention  of  the  French  government 
;o  poffefs  all  the  Wedern  Country.  1 
always  derpifed  the  idle  boads  pf  the 
rear  nation,  and  trull  they  are  midaken. 
But  what  does  oiir  executive  mean  to  do? 
Does  he  with  to  raife  the  paifions  of  the 
vVedern  People,  until  they  are  forced 
to  throw  themfelves  into  the  arms  of 
"France  ? He  furcly  takes  the  only 
means  of  accomplilhing  fuch  a projedl. 
Mothing  but  depriving  a free  people  of 
their  means  of  fubfidaiice,  can  make 
them  think  of  difuniting  themfelves  to 
be  governed  by  a haughty  French  Pre- 
fe£l,  and  to  fee  the  bayonets  Bona- 
parte’s myrmidons  glittering  in'.  tjjeit\ 
towns.
